Swine Within The Corporate 
Limits Of The City Of Clover- 
port, Kentucky 

The City Ciiunril of the OltjT of 
Cloverport do onlain as follows: 

That it slial! l)e unlawful to ktsp, 
maintain or harbor any hogs, ahoata or 
piffs wlthlB the corporate limlta of the 
city of Cloverport, Ky. . batwten the 
first day of May and first day of Sep- 
tember of each year. Any person or 
persons violating this ordlnanoe shall 
be flned not less than two daBars nor 
more than twenty dollars for each hog, 
•boat or pig kei>t,maintained or harbor- 
td within the corporate limits of 8ai<l 
city, and each day of tw«uty-four 
hoars shall constitute a new effanse, 
but this ordlnanoe shall not apply to 
hoifs, ahoata or pixs bmnght iato the 
curpo'-atf limits of said city foT the 
purpose of sale or shipment and which 
do not remain within the corporate 
limits of aaid city for a porlod longer 
than three day*, neither is It to apply 
to hogs, shoats or pigs that have been 
slaughtered.

THE COUNM MINISIER 

Some rSuggMtfont Towards 
"^Betterment Of Exitttng Con 
ditioiit In Rund ParitliMl 



In a discussion of "T.hc Plitiit of the 
C;unlry Minister." Kev. A. A. Mac- 
Kenzie otters the following suggestions 
toward a solution of the problem: 

1.— That the country miniater should 
have ;i hojse and a fixed salary of not 
less tl];in *l,ii(K) a year. 

Our rich men, instead of giving 
the whole of their surplus wealth for 
the endowment of universities and the 
establishing of llbrtLrles, all of which 
i'l tj cities and towns, should divert a 
portion of it to the endowment of ' the 
eountry churches of their own denom 
Inatlnns. James Baird, the Scottish 
mine owner gave half a million pounds 
sterlintr to endow the smaller parishes 
of the church of Scotland, and, largely 
at a result of this munificence, almost 
•vary Bcottitb village or country dis- 
trict, no matter how weak financially, 
has well est.iblished re!ii;ious services 
American inillionaries uiay well come 
to the rescue of the American country 
church, or if Christianity shall cease 
to be a pewer in the livee of ear farm- 
ers, there is a serious outlook for the 
nation. Were a church that i>ays |.'i<H» 
annually be endowed so that another 
$jOO would be avaijablei a capable 
pastor coald be aecured; oae who could 
afford to stay. 

3— Should our rich man fail to do so 
great a work, let cverv denouilnalion 
raita a tustentatiun fund for its country 
chttfchee, tueh at waa raited by Dr. 
Chamltrs when the Free church of Scot- 
land left the Kstablished church. 

Tlie objection to the last two sug- 
gestions is that where thart are two or 
thrto rival ehurcbea ta a tasall eom- 
munitv, it would be a waste of meoey 
to provide an endowneak for them all, 
or to support theat all frem euslcatat- 
ion fundt. 

4.— The differeat beerde in charge of 

the country churches should come to- 
gether and make a combined etTort to 
put an end to the di\ isions which are 
tht prime caust of the mltarable con- 
dition of te maav of the eenatry com 
munities. 

S— The country churches should be 
managtd by a central boar' I repre- 
sentative of the various denominations. 
Tht filling of vacancies should aot be 
left to local olllciala. The "voluatary 
principal," dear to to many In other 
lauds, has proved a failure so far .is 
our rural work is concerned. A pastor 
should t>e tent to the country church 
for a certaia somhar of rearst at It 
done by the ResMS Cathsllas aad 
Mtthodists, who have aaeMaaleburch 

es io the country.
